OUR RIVER DEFENCES. 


Last week the Duke of Edinburgh took а Voyage 
down the river from Tilbury to Southend in the 
Trinity House yacht for the purpose of distributing 
the prizes to the successful candidates on board the 
training-ship Worcester, where about sixty young 
gentlemen are educated for a sea-life with a view to 
their becoming officers in the mercantile marine 
service. The large party of visitors who made the 
same voyage in the Alexandra saloon-steamer for the 
purpose of witnessing the ceremony had an оррог- 
tunity of seeing four remarkably suggestive sights as 
they sped along in that handsome and most com- 
modious of pleasure-boats—sights for which some of 
them were willing to neglect a very excellent 
luncheon—and to help to maintain which everyone 
on board would, if it had been necessary, have соп- 
sented to go luncheonless and dinnerless for that day 
at least. 

Each of these four sights appeared as they were 
approached to be litile more than the great hulk of 
an old vessel of war, not quite fully rigged, and ap- 
parently laid up in ordinary now that the wooden 
walls are superseded by iron plates; but, on nearing 
them, each presented a different and peculiar aspect, 
though all were representative of the great free 
agencies which in this country are left to work out 
the relief of misery and even redemption from crime. 
First, just by Purfleet, the grim hull of 

THE WARSPITE, 
with its bands of white and its inscription, bespoke 
attention to that oldest of existing institutions of 
the reclamation of boys who are to ‘suffer a sea- 
change." Almost before the eyes of the visitors had 
got used to the quick movements on board, a lusty 
cheer —the cheer of many scores of British boys—rang 
out, and there, in а blue-serge line along the edge of 
the upper deck and dotted on every yard, the Marine 
Society had a young representative able 5 to hang on 
with his eyelids!” and with a voice like а newly- 
weaned bo's'm. For about seventy years this insti- 
tution, founded by charitable gifts, has been doing 
the work that 16 begun when the notion of properly 
cating for and nurturing, as well as educating, desti- 
tute lads with a liking for the sea had scarcely en- 
tered the public mind, In those old days, to send a 
lad to sea was often to seek the last resource for a 
boy supposed to be irreclaimable, except by cruelty, 
hardship, and starvation. Fit for nothing but a 
sailor was the lamentable conclusion to which sorrow- 
ing, serious parents came when reckoning up the 
chances of a ne’er-do-weel son. Now we think dif- 
ferently. Our great charitable institutions that re- 
ceive destitute or deserted boys only send to their 
training-ships those who volunteer for a веа-Ше, and 
then they train them specially, treat them with no 
little kindness, even though they are inured to a 
rough kind of life, and, so far from thinking that 
anything із good enough for sea-service, try to make 
the sea-service better than it is by the instruction and 
elevation of its future officers and шеп. 
THE CORNWALL 

is іп itself less attractive, but, perhaps, not less 
hopefal in its purpose. It is the second of the big 
hulls lying on ойг left as we go away seaward, and 
its presence іп our river 18 a grim, substantial sarcasm 
on the trouble taken by the State to reclaim, while it 
scarcely lifts а finger in the effort to prevent. Itisa 
convict-ship to receive those lads whose existence was 
never recognised in relation toa claim on the country 
till they had qualified themselves for а costly prison 
and areputation in crime. No yards are manned 
theré, А few figures are visible on deck below the 
hammocks slung out to air, and а feeble wailing 
attempt to strike up the National Anthem seems to 
come like the sighing of ati adverse wind; but we can 
only sigh as we look at it, and hope that before 
another generation grows up to the same needs the 
London School Board—even the dissentient parsons 
on it—may Бате merged their differences into an 
attempt to do some strong and worthy work. 

Before the mournful shadow of the convict-ship 
has slid away in опе wake we come to Greenhithe, 
where, borne towards us on the breeze, comes from 

THE CHICHESTER 
the booming of a grand old sea-song. Heart of oak is 
their ship, hearts of oak are their men; they always 
are ready; but steady, boys, steady. ‘They ’ll fight 
and they'll conquer again and again. 

Thank Heaven! our own hearts don't feel much 
like oak while we listen; except for the lifein them, 
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804 certain germination that should make us 


| “ready” to hand а subsoription to the secretary, 


who i$ on board the Alexandra, standing оп the 
paddle-box to see his sailor boys; for this secretary 
(Mr. Williams, of the Refuges for Homeless Children 
in Great Queen-street) knows the face, the needs, the 
history (o» most part of it) of every one of the 300 
boys on board, to say nothing of about 300 other boys 
апа girls some аб the London home, some little 
agriculturists at the refuge farm at Bisley, and some 
neat little housemaids аб Ше old house at Ealing. 
How those young sailors shout—big, broad-chested 
fellows as most of them are. There are a series of 
photographs in Mr. Williams's possession, portraits 
of those lads as they appeared a year or two ago, 
when they were taken—half-naked, starving, almost 
hopeless, wholly deserted, and destitute—from the 
pitiless London streets. As we come back we shall 
have two score young cadets on board the steamer 
going home for the holidays, and it will be a rare 
and glorious sight to see how the gentlemen's 
sons will crowd upon the paddle-box and 
answer cheer for cheer to these London castaways 
who are now being made into British seamen. When 
the collection is made we shall see “ the Worcester”? 
shillings and half-crowns — yes, and even half- 
sovereigns—go into the *'Chichester" bag, and 
then, with three times three, future officers will greet 
future foremast men as only boys are supposed to 
do, but as true men of the sea have done ever since 
the days when Francis Drake, and the great Sir 
Walter Raleigh, and Admiral Hawkins, and a dozen 
other worthies established the supremacy of Eng- 
land. But there is one more big looming hull still 
farther away towards the river's mouth. There, 
lying off Grays, you may see its white streaks and 
the fluttering of the canvas “ jumpers,’’ hung out to 
dry after their morning wash. Do you know what 
vessel this is? Тһе last thing out in the way of 
training-ships, and with a grand start, for it has a 
crew of nearly 600—that is to say, of 590 pauper 
children. For this is 
THE GOLIATH, 

a vessel recently obtained from the Admiralty for the 
purpose of receiving from the various district schools 
connected with our metropolitan workhouses boys 
who are desirous to be trained for the sea. 

None but ready volunteers are taken on board, and 
yet there are some children there so young that they 
have to be put to bed in their hammocks, to which 
they are too little to climb, while the three ship's 
buglers are such miniature musicians that they might 
all be put into a good-sized sea-chest. There ate 
some things worth hearing about this workhouse- 
ship, however. One is that the boys have been so 
well taught at the schools from which they came 
that they all know the elements of education, and 


the elder ones are well advanced in arithmetic and 


some other branches of knowledge. Another is that 
the dietary scale is liberal enough to give strength 
to their young limbs, and to make growing 
giants of the crew of the Goliath. Meat 
every day is found to be the truest economy, 
and so Mr. Williams, the secretary of the 
Chichester, will tell you. The good and sufficient 
food, aided by fresh air and exercise, ‘‘ makes шеп” 
of the Chichesters and the Goliaths, and enables 
them to go into active service directly they are old 
enough to have a ship got for them. Of the 
Chichesters, for whom no paternal district school has 
done anything, seventy per cent of those who have 
gone away to sea have turned ouf well—that is to 
say, they have been heard of as sailors—most of them 
with good and respectable, айй some with most 
excellent, characters from their captains. Of the 
Goliaths, none that we know of have yet been a 
voyage; they are pocket Goliaths at present, and 
must grow а little before they will be able to hand 
reef and steer. But we are witnesses that they can 
cheer lustily enough, and that their ruddy looks and 
free limbs entitle them to а place among the best 
sights of the river.

There is a **silly season’? at Washington, as there 
is in London; and since the departure of the ‘High 
Joints" and the dispersion of the Senators, the 
American capital has been at its wit's end for some- 
thing to relieve the prevailing dulness. In this emer- 
gency, а Washington correspondent of the New York 
World has come to the rescue with a story (which that 
paper tells in its largest type) of “ап approaching 
matrimonial alliance” between “ Prince Frederick," 
eldest son of President Grant, and Princess Beatrice.

THE ARMY BILL 

is said by a well-informed correspondent to be safe 
in the Commons, but its prospects in the Upper 
House are extremely threatening. Тһе Opposition 
Peers who met at the Duke of Richmond's, and 
determined to throw out the measure on the second 
reading, did not attend in sufficient numbers to deter- 
mine the fate of the bill. Those who have since been 
Seen reserve to themselves the liberty of votin 
according to their judgment after they have hear 
the debate. It is probable, therefore, we shall see 
the unwonted spectacle of speeches really influencing 
votes and deciding divisions. "The opponents of the 
bill in both Houses ате sanguine of the nesult, and 
predict that the arguments which will really sway 
the Conservative Peers will not be those in favour of 
the unqualified rejection of the bill, but of its post- 
ponement until next year, when the Government 
Scheme as а whole shall be laid before Parliament. 
It is believed that the public out of doors will easily 
reconcile themselves fo the postponement of a bill 
which involves an outlay of so many millions. On 
the other hand, Radical M.P.'s who wish to bring 
Peerage reform into the region of practical politics, 
are speculating upon the effect of the rejection of the 
Army Purchase ВШ by the Upper House upon their 
favourite theory. ‘It will be a good topic for our

THE BALLOT BILL,

The Tichborne trial was resumed on Monday in 


the Court of Queen's Bench. It was the thirty-first 
day of the proceedings, and the fifteenth of the 
cross-examination of the claimant. Prince Christian 
and Prince Teck occupied seats on the bench, and 
the Duchess of Cambridge and Princess Mary were 
in the gallery. Less fortunate are the crowds who 
throng Westminster Hall to see “ве claimant’’ 
come out. "They have waited patiently, and sub- 
mitted meekly to the rebuffs of the inexorable police- 
men at the door. They hope to have their reward in 
а glimpse аб а man about whom all England is talk- 
ing, or at the Royalties who, it is whispered, ate in 
the gallery of the Court, and must come оці at 
four o'clock; and so they wait and wait—and sce 
nothing. But, while these good people are waiting 
in the hall, there is another crowd—a сга бу, know- 
ing crowd—a crowd ә thousand strong at least— 
assembled round the Judge's private door at the 
back of the court.

The door opens. “Stand back there!" Make 
way, please!" А hoarse murmur rises from a thou- 


sand eager throats. А figure appears at the open 
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door—a figure which reminds us of pictures of Daniel 
Lambert. It is а double-leafed door, and they are 
obliged to unbolt and open both leaves to let him 
through. Не stops half way to the carriage to speak 
to а friend, A cheer rises from the crowd—not a 
very hearty cheer though, not what one might call & 
cheerful cheer. It is renewed while the brougham 
whirls away its ponderous freight; and as the cheer- 
ing dies away some other sounds are faintly audible 
which in Parliamentary language might be described 
ав ‘‘counter-cheers,’’ but which іп plain English 
would be termed hisses. 

It seems that the Tichborne trial is to be conducted 
in campaigns, like a great war. The first campaign 
willend on July 12. An interval of four months will 
serve to recruit the energies and refresh the memories 
of all concerned ; and when the long days are over, 
and November fogs have settled down on Londoa— 
when Guy Fawkes is being burned and pickpockets 
are busy at the Lord Mayor's Show, crowds will 
assemble by gaslight at four o'clock around the 
Judge's entrance of the Court of Queen's Bench, and 
the Tichborne Baronetcy and estates will continue to 
be fought for. There is a symbol used in heraldry 
called а martlet. It represents a legless bird that 
never lights upon land, and is placed upon the 
shields of younger sons to denote that they һауе no 
lands to light upon. The costs of this enormous 
litigation must be so ruinous that, if the strife be not 
soon ended, there may be ground for fears that the 
shield of the ancient house of Tichborne will 
blazoned with a martlet for many years to come,

with enormous labour in the face of the chalk cliff, 
which forms a perpendicular wall washed by the tide 
at high water. The excavation, which is now known 
ав“ Darby's Ное,” from the name o e projector, 
led up to chambers capable of containing some thirty 
men, and on one occasion at least the lives of a whole 
crew were sayed by its means. Following the bene- 
volent example set them, the Board of ոց 
House caused three staircases on the same plan to 
beexcavated. They have not, however, proved so 
serviceable as the original Darby's Hole. 

А few days ago Mr. Smith visited the place, walk- 
ing over the shingle as far as Birling бар, and found 
them totally inaccessible to the most desperate. The 
action ofthe waves had removed the lower steps, so 
that а shipwrecked seaman might have his death ren- 
dered more bitter still by the sight of refuge beyond 
his reach. 1ե is true that in winter the beach is 
often raised to a level with the рев but there are 
shipwrecks in summer, Now, what Mr. Smith would 
propose is that a few feet of chain, or, better still, 
some iron bolts or staples, should be attached to or 
driven into the face of the cliff. This, he says, would 
enable almost anyone to enter these sanctuaries.

The prevailing features of this great London sight 
are well described by a writer who must be a 
modiste at heart, if not by profession: — “Тһе 
season is now at its height, and the Row and 
park in full beauty. The rhododendrons are par- 
ticularly lovely, though the sun has almost forgotten 
to shine. The days are more or less gloomy, and 
have a corresponding effect on the toilets, muslin 
being almost invisible. The 6 ladies, as a rule, 
do not patronise the Row in the morning, though in 
the evening drive they are always present, and at six 
o'clock on Sunday afternoon they may be seen occu- 
pying chairs facing Hyde Рагк-согпег.

among the sitters and promenaders. One lady wore 
avery becoming dress, consisting of a petticoat of 
mauve silk, made with bands of violet velvet placed 
the length of the skirt to represent stripes; the tunic 
and body of white gaze de Chambery, with a small 
pointed basque; bonnet of mauve, with mauve 
flowers.

DOMESTIC RECIPES. 
(From the ** Food Journal") 
POTATO SOUP А LA CREME, 


Cleanse, peel, wash, and slice up about twent; 
large-sized potatoes. Put them into a stewpan wit 
one large onion, and one head of celery, also sliced 
up; add four ounces of fresh butter, a little pepper, 
salt, and grated nutmeg; set them to simmer ona 
slow fire, stirring them occasionally, until they are 
nearly dissolved into a kind of purée. Then add 
three pints of good white consommé, and after 
allowing the potatoes to boil gently by the side of a 
moderate fire for half an hour, pass them through 
the tammy; and, having removed the purée into a 
soup pot, add, if requisite, a little more consommé, 
and set the purée on the fire to boil gently by the 
side of the stove, in order to clarify it in the usual 
manner required for other purées of vegetables, 
Just before sending to table add a pint of boiling 
cream, a pat of fresh butter, and a little pounded 
sugar. 


HOW TO COOK SALMON. 


As soon as a salmon is killed it ought to be crimped, 
by making incisions between the head and the tail 
2in. wide and lin. deep. It should then be put in 
cold water (well water if possible) for one hour, and 
placed in a fish-kettle, with as much cold water as 
will cover it, together with } 10, of salt, and as much 
vinegar as will make the water slightly acid. As soon 
as the water is scalding hot (but not boiling), take it 
off and pour the water into a pan, and put it away in 
а соја place, leaving the fish in the strainer. Place 
the strainer with the fish upon it over the pan of 
hot fish-water, to cool together, where it should 
remain till the next day, when the fish should be 
placed again іл the fish-kettle with the same water 
in which it was scalded; when it is again warmed, it 
is done. Jt must not boil. 

When there із more “dressed salmon than can be 
eaten, it is particularly good fried in batter. It 
should be slightly sprinkled with salt before the 
batter is added, and if there is any Granville sauce, 
a little of it put on the pieces of salmon under the 
batter is a great improvement. 

ROAST LAMB. 


Charles Lamb, in his ‘‘Essays of Elia," was 
eloquent on roast pig; and equally so is the 
Nutritive Calendar on roast lamb, which is now in 
full season.

We feel it due to the greatest of English tenors to 
repeat, upon the best authority, that it is nothing 
but his extreme susceptibility to an affection of the 
throat that causes his occasional absence from con- 
certs at which he has been announced to sing. No 
one can regret more keenly than Mr. Sims Reeves 
himself the disappointment occasioned by his inabili ty 
to sing at such times; and we are sure that, if it had 
been possible for him to appear, with justice to him- 
self, on the first two days of the Handel Festival, he 
would certainly have taken his place beside Sir 
Michael Costa earlier than on the Wednesday. It 
was gratifying, however, to hear the rare, sweet 
voice of Sims Reeves, as silver-toned as ever, on the 
selection day. Equally gratifying was it to take part 
in the cordial reception which greeted him, Of this 
welcome, and of the unsurpassed performance which 
followed, Mr. Lincoln, one of the most conscientious 
of our musical critics, wrote :—‘‘ The appearance of 
Mr. Sims Reeves—after the disappointments at 
Friday's public rehearsal and Monday's performance 
of ‘The Messiah'—was the signal for an enthusi- 
astic demonstration that sufficiently evidenced the
